The computer is further configured to enable the user to retrieve ai will with one single 
retrieval connnand any desired conierU page \\iihin the inter-linked content structure from a 
display of every other content page of the inter-linked content structure. E.g.. specification, 
paras. [0003], [{KK)4i, [t)023], [t)024]. and [0044]; see also Figures and 7A-7(:i and their 

description.

When the user viewing content of said each web page places a cursor on the starting 
symbol of each said web page the computing device causes at least a portion of the 
categorization tree strLicture to be displayed on each said web page and wherein the 
categorization tree structure enables the user to use a single click to (i) return to any previous 
web page ofthe plurality of interlinked web pages, and (2) navigate to web page of the plurality 
of interlinked web pages ofi a diOerent browsing path from the brovvsing path of said each web 
page.

The system further includes a gateway symbol displayed on at least some of the plurality 
of web pages for accessing the displayed categorization structure.

As the underlined limitations show, the claim requires, iiUer alia., that {! ) each ca/cgofy 
title and the category lilies in the iliffereni plwalily of category levels are able to he browsed 
independently of having to select ami retrieve (he stored coft tent for any title, and that (2) the 
categorization stnecture enables a user viewing content of any category title in the 
categorization structure to retrieve content of any other category title in the categorization 
structure using a single retrieval command These !imitaii(nis clearly require direct navigation. 
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usiiig a single retrieval eornmand, without retneval of information (content) of any other iitie, 
without reu'teval of intermetiitue ptiges. 

In rejecting ihis elaim, the Final Office Aetion asserted (page 4) that (jennaro disciosea 
''the caicgorizaiion siruciiire enables a user s'iewing coiilent from any eategory title in the 
categorization structure to retrieve content of any other category title in tire categorization 
structure using a single retrieve eommaad|'.]" The Final Office Action specifically cited (page 4 
of the FOA) Cknnaro's column 4. lines 40-67; column 5, lines 25-43; and tigiires 2b, ?b. and 4. 
We respectfully disagree. There is no disck>sure and m> suggestion in tiennan> that from a 
display content of any title the user can retrieve the content any other title. Quite to the 
contrary. 

Ciennaro's figure best 3B illustrates the navigation prittciples of that reference,"' ''Web 
page FKj. 3B has an embedded menu according to the teachings of the present invention that 
provides niuhiple"tO"(.nte correspondence between links and actions in web page 58/' (jennaro, 
eoi. 5, lines 27-30. Mere is Gennaro's figure 3B:

And here is the description of this figure (which is cited in the FOA): 

Web page 58 pi•o^ides a user with a mttch easier and infire efficient access to web 
pages 52, 54 and 56. Web page 52 has an associated applet that creates and 
manages an embedded menu accessible through hoi spot "B". When the 
embedded menu is invoked, the embedded menu provides fhe user with iinks lo 
web pages 52, 54. and 56, fhrough one action in web page 58, the user can 
access ail three iinks. I'his aiiows the user to more quickly and easiiy navigate 
web pages 58, 52, 54 and 5ft, For example, the user d<.K^s not have U) wail for 
niuhipie links io be processed hi order to reach web page 56 as is required for ihe 
linear Hnks described above. 

(jennaro, col. 5, hnes 31-42, .Aceording to this description and figure 3B, page 58 has direct 

links lo pages 52, 54, arid 56. (jennaro, however, does uol say tliai page 56, for example, lias a 

link back lo the page 58, or to any of the other pages (52, 54). Similarly, page 54 appears to 

have only one link, to page 56; it has no links to pages 58 or 52. And page 52 does not have 

direct Ihiks io pages 58 or 56. (^Jennaro apparejidy discloses direct navigation itorn a top page lo 

lower level pages, but it does not disclose or suggest (1) direct Hnks from the lower levels to the 

higher levels, (2) direct links from a page to the <nher pages ai the same level, or (,^) direct links 

from an iniermediate level page {e.g.. from page 52) to a lower page that is not directly bellow 
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the intermediate level page (e.g., from page 52 to page 56), Fiirthcrmore, (jennaro docs noi 
diriciose direct novigaUon from intermediate levels (such as pages S'.'?, 54, 56) lo the other liot 
spots 44 {such as ''WiiniJ INNOVAl ION"' in Gen.naro\s figure 2B) or the intemiediate and lower 
ieveis oS^ ihos*;; tilher hot spots, hi mixL Gerniaro dues not disclose or suggest erjabi.ing a user 
viewing content of any eatcg.or>' title in the categorization siriicturc to retrieve content of any 
other category tiiie in the caiegori/aiion stn.tctu.re using a single retrieval command. 

C'hatig does not remedy this deficiettcy ofOennaro. iiincily, in Chiang a word is seiected 
and a principal dialog box is created by retrieving in{\)rmation. See. e.g... t^hang, col. 6, line 38 
througii col. 7, line 32. The priiicipa! dialog box can have icons that indicate the availability of 
subordinate dialog boxes. Id .A subordinate dialog box can have other icons that open 
subordinate dialog boxes of a lower level {!.e., dialog boxes subordinate to tiie sulwrdinate diaiog 
box), and so forth. Id.'' .At least in the disclosed preferred embodiment, (Chang's subordinate 
dialog boxes appear to be ti-ansitory, disappearing when the pointer is moved away {'roin the 
siibordinate diaiog box and all of its subordinate dialog boxes, Chang, coi. 7, lines .2-32; id col. 
9, lines 34-64; id. col, 12, lines 34-38. In other words, ito two suborditiale dialog boxes at the 
same level or in ditlerent paths apparently can be open ■■■ or viewed ■■ at the same time. A liser 
viewing one subordinate boK cannot therefore retrieve and view ant.nher subordinate box at the 
same level or in a different path. 

Finthermore, <^hang does not disclose or suggest opening a lower level subordinate 
dialog box wiiitoui fjrsL.Jr.<r^irkY.i51i4..i.l.lv^.i^^^^^^^ 
same path - Chang, col 6, line 64 tbroiigh col, 7, line 32, 

This is a very brief description based on the xijiderstanding of the xijwiersigned.

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The references, taken separately or together, do not disclose or suggest direct navigation 
from every title to every other title without retrieval of content of additional titles. Applicant 
respectiiiliy submits that claim I is patentable at least for this reason.

interlinked web pages, w^ierein when the user viewing content of said each web 
page places a cursor on the starting symbol of each said web page the computing 
device causes at least a portioti of the categorization tree striicture to be displayed 
on each said web page and wherein the categorization tree stnicture enables the 
user to use a single click to (i) return to any previous web page of the plurality of 
interlinked web pages, and {2} navigate to web page of the piuraliiy of ioteriinked 
web pages on a different browsing path iron'i the browsing path of said each web 
page. 

Claim 20 stands rejected as being unpatentable over <3ennaro and Chang, the same 
ground of rejection as was applied to claims 1 and 2. C."iaim ?9 recites limitaiions ideniical or 
afialogous to the limitaiiotts of claitns i and 2. f-urthermore, claim 29 explicitly requires 
single click to (i) retunj to any previous web page of the plurality of interlinked web pages|.]" 
tiennaro does not disclose this limitation, P'or example, tiennaro does not disclose that a user 
who has navigated tiirough pages 52 and 54 to reach the display of page 56 can then return from 
page 56 back to page 52 using a single click. 

Applicant respectfully submits that claim 29 is paterUable over the references at least for 
this reason and the reasons discussed above in relation to claims I and 2. 



E. Art Reiection of Iiidepeitdeut Clmm 52 

Independent claim 52 reads as follows, with underlining of selected limitations provided 
for easy reterence;

a gateway synibo! displayed on at least some of ihe plurality of web pages 
for accessing ihe Uisph^yed categori/iation structure. 

This claim stands rejected a^ being unpatentable over Gennaro and Chang, ihe same 
ground of rejection as was applied to claim 1. Similarly to the apparatus of eiaim 1, the 
apparatus of ciaijii 52 requires enabling a user "to retrieve conieru of any other web page in ihe 
categorization structure by selecting using a single selection gesturef .]" As is discussed above in 
relation to claim 1, the references do iK>t disclose or suggest this limitation. Funiiermore, the 
ciaimj recites presence of a gateway symbol to the caiegt,>riza.tion structure on at least some of the 
P.hiMliil..M.w??i?.JIf:\^i:V^! f he claitn therefore requires the gateway symbol to be displayed on a 
plurality ol~ the web pages; (U leas! some is distinguishable frotn a! leasl one. The YOA action 
apparently ignored this limitatitm. It appears that the references do noi disclose or suggest a 
gateway symbol to the categorization structure on a plurality of the web pages. Applicant 
respectfully submits that claim 52 is paieritable over ihe references for this additional reason.
